the Republican from Lamar, Colo . says 
Word has just been received of serious 
trouble between the towns of Boilon 
and Springfield. In Baca county. Since 
Daca county w«« made from Las Anlmas 
county by the last general ••lembly 
there has been strife existing between 
these two towns as to which should re- 
tain the county scat. The act organizing 
the county provldtd tbat Springfield 
should be Ibe county seat, and al the 
election held lav fall ll Is alleged lhat 
by the manipulation of tbe ballots it was 
made the permanent county seat. 


The people of the town of Boston 


claim tbat Springfield ha* not the 19000 
worth of county property neceittry to 
prevent the county scat from being 
moved by a majority vote this fall. The 
only available building for a eouaty 
court house w»« a hotel building at Bos 
ton. A few weeks ago thU was sold at 
sheriff's sale and was bought by Spring- 
field parties. Saturday night a party left 
Springfield for Boston with machinery 
costing S1000, intending to move Ihe 
building to tbe former lown »"d use ll as 
a coutl bouse, thuspreventlng tbe county 
seal issue being raised this fall by re-son 
of peiuianent Improvements being made 


Rollers were put under the building, 


which is the finest In ihe counly »"d 
ihree itorles high, and iwenty teams 
were hitched to it. Inside the bouse 
were stationed twelve men with Wla- 
Chester rifles 
The building was moved 


about five miles towards Springfield, 
wblcb Is about twenly-flve uille* from 
Boilon, when ihe people from Ihe latter 
plac« discovered the. Irick and imme- 
diately orgenlxed. All available bo. *i 
and rifles were brought into requisition 
and pursuit was made Upon overtaking 
the party tiey commanded a halt, which 
was answered by a volley of shots from 
tbe men In the building. Tbe Boston 
crowd then fi-ed «"d a fierce battle 
rsged. which ended In tbe BpriaglekJ 
party being driven from tbe bulldl'vf 
Coal oil w*> then poured on the floor of 
the building, which was set on fire and 
entirely consumed.
